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AFL President Demands 
Freedom For Italians 


“The Italian people, who love 
freedom, and believe in the ideals 
of Garibaldi, Mazzini and Matte- 
otti, can hasten the day of libera- 
tion by refusing to carry out the 
orders of the fascist dictatorship 
and by increasing the intensity of 
the civil disobedience campaign,” 
was the message delivered by AFL 
President William Green on _ be- 
half of 6,000,000 members of the 
American Federation of Labor to 
the Italian people on May 1. 

President Green joined a 

group of distinguished Amer- 
icans invited by Luigi Anto- 
nini, first vice president of the 
international ladies’ garment 
workers’ union and head of the 
Italian-American labor council, 
to broadcast messages of greet- 
ing by shortwave to the newly 
reconstructed Itallan general 
confederation of labor, now 
established in Switzerland, and 
to the former free trade union- 
ists of occupied Italy who are 
now carrying on a better anti- 
fascist underground campaign 
of civil disobedience. 


“Fascism cannot be overthrown 
by outsiders alone,” Mr. Green said. 
“That job must be done by the 
Italian people themselves, The hour 
to strike is at hand. At this mo- 
ment the fascist leaders are 
stricken with terror over the threat 
of invasion from Africa; they know 
they are doomed, The members of 
the American Federation of Labor 
are giving their support to 
underground anti-fascist movement 
in Italy. They will honor and assist 
all who rally to this cause.”

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OCD LAW MANUAL 
HAS PLEA FOR 
LABOR REPRESENTATION 


Problems of state, federal 
and local laws relating to civil- 
ian protection, which have be- 
come increasingly important to 


organized labor, are covered in 
detail by a new manual prepared 
for the office of civilian defense by 
the American bar association. 

The publication, “legal aspects of 
civilian protection” includes infor- 
mation on the powers and duties of 
OCD, the authority and organiza- 
tion of various types of state and 
local defense councils, the problem 
of liability for injury to civilian 
defense workers either in practice 
drills or during enemy action, and 
many other legal questions of sig- 
nificance to labor unions and mem- 
bers participating in protection and 


mobilization of the home front. 
For Labor Inclusion 
One section on a “model ordi- 


nance for civilian defense organiza- 
tion,” recommended by the OCD 
and included in the manual pre- 
pared by the American bar associa- 
tion, contains an important supple- 


ment which declares that it is 
“highly desirable” to include on 
local defense councils persons ac- 
tive in labor, consumer protection 


and minority group fields 
The supplement states in part 
“It is highly desirable that 
the local defense council in- 
clude, besides designated public 
officials, representatives of all 
phases of community life. These 
should be persons possessing a 
recognized knowledge of, and 
currently active in, the fields of 
industry, labor, consumer pro- 
tection, minority groups, educa- 
tion, health, welfare and other 


phases of community life re- 
lated to civilian defense and 
civillan mobilization for the 


war effort. 


“Thus the counct] will be a repre- ; 


sentative cross-section of the com- 
munity, alert to the locality’s 
present-day problems and aware of 
the sources of strength it can 
muster for civilian defense and the 
) war program. If this end can be ac- 
complished the community, as a 
whole, will have a vital sense of 
participation in civilian defense and 
this will help to achieve unified ac- 
tion. 
Copies To Labor Bodies 

“Further, the varied backgrounds 
of members so selected will fur- 
nish the defense council with a 
fund of detailed knowledge in a 
number of special fields pertinent 
to council activities. The council 
likewise will thus be provided with 
an effective barometer of local atti- 
tudes toward various defense and 
civilian mobilization operations and 
may be guided accordingly.”

DIES AFTER PROTRACTED ILLNESS 


John P. Coyne, president of the building and const 
department of the American Federation of Labor. died 
in Washington, D. C.. after an extended illness 

Formerly an official of the international union of opera 
gineers, Mr. Coyne was elected head of the building and constructior 
trades department in 1939 

His first act as president was to set up procedure for the elim- 
ination of strikes due to jurisdictional disputes. This program

country. 
When the national defense program was initiated, Mr. Coyne

airfields and nava) training stations in record time He was con 
Stantly on the move to supervise the effective completion of this 
program and traveled back and forth across the land to straighten 
out local difficulties and speed up the work. This heavy strain on his 
physical endurance finally broke his health 

After a brief leave of absence, Mr. Coyne returned to his duties 
and, following the outbreak of the war, succeeded in negotiating a 
nationwide stabilization pact between management and labor in the 
construction industry lnder this pact, thousands of new war fac 
tories were bnilt as well as additional training camps and arnesals 

Mr. Coyne’s services were highly appreciated by the leaders 
of the government who were frequently forced to call on him to 
provide skilled workers for rush jobs necessary to the war effort 
and never failed to enlist his effective cooperation. 

Born in Ottuma, Iowa, on June 18, 1886, Mr. Coyne became af- 
filiated with organized labor in 1910. He once served as organizer 
for the international union of operating engineers and later as sec- 
retary of the New York City joint board of that union. He was 
elected chairman of the board of trustees of the operating engineers 
in 1922 and served continuously in that capacity,

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LANDIS TELLS FARMERS 


James M. Landis, director of the office of civilian defense 
says farmers can solve their manpower problems by appealing 
to organized labor. In many parts of the country, he says, union 
members have swung into action after regular working hours, 
to help neighboring farmers harvest crops. 

“Civilian defense,” Landis says, “has found in organized 
labor some of its best volunteer workers. If properly ap- 
pealed to they will work on nearby farms week-ends or in 
the late afternoon and early evening.” 

Mr. Landis has the record of the work of members of trade 
unions in civilian defense, and he knows what he is talking 
about. Organized labor has not only enlisted for civilian defense 
warden service, public works service, decontamination service, 
but in many instances has provided funds to purchase equipment 
for wardens. 

The central labor union in Washington, D. C., went even 
further and has raised more than $100,000, with which has been

|Green and Murray Pledge 


President William Green of 
the AFL and President Philip 
Murray of the CIO have 
pledged their cooperation in a 
campaign to fight japanese 
propaganda on the number and 
seriousness of strikes in American 
war industries. 

Their pledges of cooperation were 
received by Rear Admiral C. H. 
Woodward, USN (ret.), chief of the 
industrial incentive division of the 
navy department, who recently ad- 
vised the two labor leaders of the 
distorted U. 8. strike reports which 
are being circulated by japanese 
propagandists. 

The CIO leader, in a letter to 
Admiral Woodward stated, “I 
am grateful for the informa- 
tion which you have forwarded 
to me indicating japanese 
propaganda is utilizing reports 
of strikers in American war in- 
dustry. We shall be glad, as 
you suggest, to pass this in- 
formation along to the repre- 
sentatives of our various affill- 
ates.” 

The leader of the AFL, likewise 
pledged the cooperation of his labor 
organization in these words: 

“T can fully understand that 
the japanese would seize upon 
reports of strikes in American 
war industries and use them to 
the advantage of japan as a 
part of its war time propa- 
ganda, Because of the urgency 
of the war situation, the offi- 
cers of the American Federa- 
tion of Labor agreed to relin- 
quish the exercise of the right 
to strike during the war period 
and to instead refer grievances 
and demands for wage in- 
creases to the war labor board 
for final settlement. 

“We are endeavoring to carry out 
this agreement and to prevent 
strikes. Whenever a local strike 
occurs and it is brought to our 
attention we immediately call upon 
those who are on strike to term- 
inate the strike and return to work 
immediately and take up their 
grievance through the proper and 
regular channels for adjustment. 
The local strikes which occur and 
which we deplore are never given 
the official approval of the Amer- 
ican Federation of Labor. 

“T assure you that I will bring to 
the attention of the membership of 
the American Federation of Labor 
the information which you submit- 
ted in your letter. I am confident 
that no workers connected with our 
great movement would willingly 
take action which would help the 
japanese injure America in any 
way whatsoever.”

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AGAIN SMASH RECORDS | AUXILIARY NEWS 


At Rate of More Than 
Five Daily 


America's shipyard workers have 
broken records, turning out 157 
merchant ships in April, more than 
five a day, the maritime commis- 
sion announced jubilantly. 

Every month this year, the work- 
ers have been setting new high 
marks and they are now producing 
ships at a rate higher than the goal 
set for 1943, 
vealed. 

In the first four months of ‘42, 
the shipbuilders put more vessels 
into service than in nine months 
of 1942. Henry Kaiser is still lead- 
ing the nation in speed of produc- 
tion, the commission said.

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FLORIDA CLOSED SHOP BAN 
SUBMITTED TO ELECTORATE 


The Florida house concurred with 
the senate in a proposed constitu- 
tional amendment which would 
outlaw labor's closed-shop contracts 
in the state. 


The proposed constitutional 
amendment will be submitted 
to the voters in the 1944 general 
election. If approved, Florida 
will become the first state to 
abolish the closed shop by con- 
stitutional amendment, 

As amended by the senate, the 
| proposal changes the Florfda bill 
of rights to read that “the right of 
persons to work shall not be denied 
or abridged on account of any mem- 
bership or non-membership in any 
labor organization or union; pro- 
vided that this clause shall not be 
construed to deny or abridge the 
right of employes by and through 
a labor organization or union to 
bargain collectively with their em- 
ployer.”
